Congress Passes Tariff Bill 


and Then Adjourns. 


PRESIDENT SI6NS DOCUMENT 


Nation's Chief Executive Approves the 


Measure That W ill Bs Known as 


the Payne Tariff Bill-Concurrent 


Resolution Making Changes in the 


Leather Schedule Adopted by Both 


Houses. 


Washington, Aug. 6.—The tariff has 
been revised and the extraordinary 
session of congress has been brought 
to a close. Both houses adjourned 
sine die officially. 
The conference report on the bill 
was agreed to b^ the senate by a 
tole of 47 to 81, when the tote was 
taken, and soon afterwards the con* 
current 
resolution 
making 
certain 
changes in the leather schedule was 
adopted by both houses. 
President Taft arrived at the Capi­ 
tol at 4:46 p. rn. His appearance 
there, the first since bis incumbency 
as president, caused members of con­ 
gress to desert the two chambers and 
form in line to be received by him. 
There was a constant procession of 
hand-shaking statesmen through the 
president’s room from the time of 
his arrival until his departure at 5:50 
o'clock. 
Just as the hands of the gold clock 
in the president’s room reached six 
minutes past five, the Payne tariff 
hill, as the measure will be known, 
was laid before the president. He 
picked up a pen supplied by Chairman 
PfiyiiV IJrtire house ways and means 
committee and which had been used 
by both the vice president and the 
speaker in signing the bill and at­ 
tached his signature. After writing 
“William H. Taft,” the president 
added, “signed five minutes after five 
o’clock, Aug. 5th. 1909—W. H. T.” 


Payne Receives the Pen. 
Bending over the president as he 
affixed his signature were Secretary 
Knox, Secretary MacVeagh, Attorney 
General Wickersham, Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Hitchcock, Secretary Nagel and 
Secretary 
Wilson. Standing 
about 
the table were Senator Aldrich, Rep­ 
resentative Payne and many other 
members of the senate and house. Mr. 
Payne stood with hand extended wait­ 
ing to receive the pen with which the 
bill was signed. He took it with a 
picture of boyish glee overspreading 
his face. Another pen was handed to 
the president and he wrote the word, 
“approved,” and .landed the pen to 
Representative Langley of Kentucky. 
A number of interesting incidents 
occurred in 
the president's 
room 
pending the signing of the tariff bill. 
As the senators, one after another, 
filed into the room, the president had 
something of a personal nature to say 
to each, and good nature appeared to 
be overflowing. 
Immediately 
after 
attaching 
his 
name to the general tariff bill, the 
president signed the Philippine tariff 
measure. 
He picked up a mother-of-pearl pen 
which had been sent to him from the 
Philippine islands to be used in sign­ 
ing 
this 
measure. The 
president 
knew at once that the measure being 
placed before him was the Philippine 
tariff bill. A broad smile of satisfac­ 
tion overspread his face and he wrote 
his name with a flourish, which was 
not in evidence when he signed the 
general tariff bill. 
Farewells were said and represen­ 
tatives from nearly every state ex­ 
tended their invitation for the presi­ 
dent to visit them during the sum­ 
mer, when someone announced that 
the hour of adjournment was near at 
hand. 


President Escapee e Drenching. 
“I must be going, for we are off to 
Beverly tomorrow,” said the presi­ 
dent. 
He left the Capitol to return 
to the White House through a driving 
storm. However, the covering had 
been put on his big touring car and 
the president escaped a drenching. 
The signing of the general tariff 
bill had been preceded by a busy day 
both in the house and the senate. 
Meeting at IO o’clock the senate 
devoted four hours to the final debate 
on the measure. At 2 o’clock the vote 
was taken on the adoption of the con­ 
ference report, which was agreed to, 
47 to SI. 
Following closely upon this action 
the senate adopted Mr. Aldrich’s con­ 
current resolution providing for a re­ 
duction of the duties on various 
manufactures of leather to moot the 
• views s i Western senator! xhfi. bad 


T>ef.n defeated in their efforts to ob­ 
tain protection for hides. 
.Senator McCuntber’s resolution pro­ 
viding additional rebate regulations 
for the bill, amended at the instance 
of Senator McLaurin to include a pro­ 
vision for free cotton bagging, was 
adopted without division. 
After this action thoro remained 
nothing for the senate to do except 
to await the signing of the measure. 
Senators Aldrich and Daniel were op- 
pointed the committee to wait on the 
president in conformity with the cus­ 
tom of informing the chief executive 
that the congress had concluded its 
business and was ready to adjourn if 
he had co further communication to 
make. 
Six o’clock was agreed upon by the 
two houses as the hour for final ad­ 
journment. Senators loitered about 
until the arrival of that hour. Demo­ 
crats and Republicans, regular and ir­ 
regular, formed little social groups 
with no indication of hostility. 
A resolution offered by Mr. Culber­ 
son, expressing the appreciatiou of the 
senate for the able and impartial man­ 
ner in which the vice president had 
presided over the sessions of that 
body, was adopted. 
In especially happy language Mr. 
Sherman thanked the senate for the 
courteous treatment which had been 
extended toward him at all times. 
Concluding his remarks by wishing 
the senators a happy return to their 
homes, he declared the extraordinary 
session of the Sixty-first congress ad­ 
journed “ without day.” A burst of 
applause was accorded the vice presi­ 
dent as he laid down the gavel of tis 
authority. 
With* its members nearly exhausted 
from the heat and the arduous labors 
of the past four months, the house of 
representatives devoted the last day 
of the special session to perfecting the 
tariff bill and transacting a mass of 
routine business. Speaker Cannon an­ 
nounced his committee appointments, 
and they were received with varying 
degrees of satisfaction. 


Leather Schedule Amended. 
The concurrent resolution amending 
the leather schedule of the tariff bill 
was adopted without a dissenting vote 
after it had been discussed for little 
over half an hour. No such good 
luck, however, befell the McCumber- 
McLaurin 
resolution 
revising 
the 
brawback provision and replacing cot­ 
ton bagging on the free list, which had 
previously been adopted by the sen­ 
ate. On the claim of Chairman Payne 
that it was not in order it was con­ 
signed to the committee on ways and 
means. 
It was hut a few minutes before 5 
o’clock when Mr. Payne’s resolution 
fixing 6 p. rn. as the hour for adjourn­ 
ment sine die was adopted. 
While the committee appointed to 
notify the president that the house 
was ready to adjourn was performing 
that duty there was such an exodus 
of members from the chamber that 
the attendance dwindled away to a 
mere corporal’s guard. 
A half hour remained before the 
appointed hour of adjournment and 
the time was dragging so heavily that 
by direction of the speaker the hands 
of the clocks were set ahead twenty- 
five minutes. 
Before adjourning the house, Speak­ 
er Cannon, with the members standing 
with their hats in their hands, made 
a neat speech in which he thanked 
them for their service during the spe­ 
cial session. Upon its conclusion, he 
got a round of applause from both 
sides. 


DOCTOR KILLS 
CONDUCTOR 


Shoots Man Who Puts Him Off an 
Interurban Car. 
Muncie, Ind., Aug. 6.—Dr. Nelson 
B. Ross, a physician of this city, shot 
and killed Daniel Linder, conductor 
of an interurban c a r, three miles 
northeast of Muncie. 
Ross had failed to purchase a ticket 
and under a rule of the Muncie and 
Portland Traction company, IO cents 
excess fare was demanded. Ross re­ 
fused to pay and was put off the car. 
Ross, It is said, opened fire. One bul­ 
let pierced Linder’s heart. 
Ross returned to Muncie and was 
placed under arrest. He says he shot 
in self-defense.

Plant of St. Paul Daily News Nearly 
Destroyed. 
St. Paul, Aug. 6.—The second fire 
to visit the St. Paul Daily News this 
week broke out In the basement of 
the building and seriously crippled 
the plant. In addition to the damage 
of $5,000 which resulted from the 
blaze last Tuesday morning, the latest 
fire caused a loss of $40,000 to the 
plant. The linotype machines, head 
type and cases are about all of the 
salvage. The origin of tho lire Is un 
known. 


SEVERE STORM 
AT PITTSRURG 


Causes Heavy Loss to Prop­ 


erty in That City. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES CHURCH! 


Sets Fire to Costly Edifice, Which Is 


Damaged to the Extent of Fifty-five 


Thousand Dollars Before the Flames 


Are 
Gotten 
Under 
Control— Fine 


Conservatories and Lawns Also De­ 


stroyed. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 6.—The Saints Pe­ 
ter and Paul Roman Catholic church 
struck by lightning and damaged to 
the extent of $55,000 by the subse­ 
quent fire, several of the finest con­ 
servatories in the country almost com­ 
pletely destroyed by hail, lawns de­ 
stroyed, streets covered with water 
and mud to a depth of several feet, 
delayed street car traffic, electric light 
service suspended for several hours 
and 
many 
bridges 
over 
streams 
washed away. 
These are the results of one of the 
worst electrical and wind storms that 
bas visited this city in recent years. 
The storm struck the East End dis­ 
trict of this city, lasting about an 
bour, and was accompanied by terri­ 
fic lightning. The storm resembled a 
cloudburst, so heavy was the fall of 
water. Large hail stones at times 
covered the ground. The storm trav­ 
eled in a southeasterly direction, the 
downtown section of this city receiv­ 
ing only a shower, the path of the 
wind and rain being through the resi­ 
dential sections. 
The Saints Peter and Paul German 
Catholic church was struck by light­ 
ning shortly after the storm broke. 
The edifice was fired and the roof and 
the interior, including the pipe organ, 
were entirely destroyed. The engines 
were retarded in reaching the scene of 
the conflagration by the flooded condi­ 
tion of the streets. 
The Peacock, Heinze and Frick con­ 
servatories, ranking among the finest 
in the country, suffered greatly from 
hail. Many rare plants were dam­ 
aged or ruined. Terraced lawns were 
swept away by the torrents of water 
and the whole East End district was 
in darkness for several hours follow­ 
ing the striking by lightning of the 
electrical light wires. 


MANY PERSONS ARE INJURED 


Electric Car Struck by a Suburban 
Train. 
Chicago, Aug. 6.—An electric car 
well filled with laborers and with wo­ 
men and children who had spent the 
day in the country was struck by a 
Pennsylvania suburban train at the 
One Hundred and Third street grade 
crossing here and thirty-five persons 
were injured. 
The passenger train, running at a 
speed of forty miles an hour, hit the 
street car squarely in the center and 
turned it upside down in a ditch fif­ 
teen feet away. 
Of the thirty-five, the motorman was 
the most seriously injured, and is ex­ 
pected to die. Four or five others 
were injured so seriously that little 
hope for their recovery is given at 
the hospitals. 


HALFBREEDS TO GET LANDS 


Entitled to Shares in Those of White 
Earth Reservation. 
St. Louis, Aug. 6.—In an opinion 
which reached the office of the fed­ 
eral court of appeals here. Judge 
Willis Vandeventer holds that full- 
blood and halfbreed Indians are en­ 
titled to shares in the lands of the 
White Earth reservation in Minneso­ 
ta. Those of less than half blood are 
barred from participation in the allot­ 
ments. The plaintiffs were Julia B. 
Oakes, a fullblood Indian; her daugh­ 
ter, a halfbreed, and two grandchil­ 
dren, 
quarterbloods. 
The 
United 
States circuit court of Minnesota de­ 
cided against all of them. 
Judge Vandeventer upheld this as 
regards the grandchildren, but ordered 
new trials for the other cases. 


BANKER AND WIFE KILLED 


Their Touring Car Collides With a 
Traction Car. 
Anderson, Ind., Aug. 6.—Mr. and 
Mrs. John W. Cravens of Spring Lake, 
la., were instantly killed as the re­ 
sult of a collision between their tour­ 
ing car and the Marion flyer, a limit­ 
ed traction car, near Alexandria, Ind. 
A cornfield intervened between the 
automobile and the car so that it was 
impossible for Cravens to see the 
flyer or the motorman to see the au­ 
tomobile until the crash came. 
Cravens was president of the First 
National bank at Spring Lake, la.

FOUR DROWNED IN 
ACCIDENT ON RIVER 


Gasoline Launch Hits Piling 


and Is Wrecked. 


Baltimore, Aug. 6.—Two drowned 
bodies are lying at the Canton police 
station and two others at the bottom 
of the Patapsco river as the result of 
the wreck of a gasoline launch. The 
drowned are: 
Mrs. Katherine EL Brown, Marie 
Hawes, Willard Leach and Frank 
Pryor. 
Pryor was acting as engineer of the 
launch. The others were attending 
the annual picnic of the Huntington 
Avenue Baptist church Sunday school, 
which was being held at a shore re- 
| sort a few miles east of this city on 
the Patapsco. Twenty persons had 
entered the launch for a short trip on 
the river. The craft had reached a 
point about IOO yards from shore 
when it struck some piling, the top of 
which was under water. Tho launch 
was badly damaged and its occupants 
were thrown into the water, which at 
that point is only about four feet 
deep. Rescue parties at once put out 
from shore and saved sixteen of those 
who had been In the launch and at 
once began dragging for the bodies 
of the others. Those of Mrs. Brown 
and the little girl were brought 
ashore, but those of Pryor and Leach 
had not been recovered when the 
work was stopped for the night 


THREAT TO USE DYNAMITE 


Results in Arrest of Mayor of Burke­ 
ville, Va. 
Philadelphia, Aug. 6.—“This Is a 
declaration of war. My life is openly 
staked on the result, for I am pre­ 
pared to meet you at any time and 
place you may name. The weapons 
I shall use are dynamite and other 
high explosives.” 
Thus wrote Abram C. Eby, mayor 
and referee in bankruptcy of Burke­ 
ville, Va., to the “President of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. Philadelphia,” 
on July 23, naming $45,000 as the 
ransom for the safety of the railroad, 
its steamships and the traveling pub­ 
lic. 
Following a carefully laid plot of 
the federal postal detectives, Eby was 
arrested here while with Oswald J. 
Derousse, chief clerk to President Mc- 
Crea, who acted for the latter In in­ 
veigling Mayor Eby to this city. He 
was given a hearing before United 
States Commissioner Craig and held 
In $10,000 bail for the September 
term of court. 
The first letter written by Eby was 
signed “Adam Smith.” In It he pro­ 
posed to use explosives in wrecking 
Pennsylvania freight and passenger 
cars. 


Kills His Wife and Himself. 
Houghton. Mich., Aug. 6.—Joseph 
Hensler, 
aged forty-two, 
murdered 
his wife, aged thirty-eight, and then 
killed himself with a razor. The 
couple formerly resided on a farm at 
Dodgeville, near Houghton, but had 
been 
separated 
since 
December. 
Hensler returned to the farm. A 
quarrel followed and Hensler drew a 
razor, nearly severing his wife’s head. 
He ran into a field and cut his throat

Lucius F assett'was born in Genesee 
county, N. Y., July 14, 1825, and died 
a t the home of his step-daughter, Mrs. 
H. A. Russell, at Riceville, Iowa, on 
the morning of July 31st, 1909, being 
84 years and 18 days of age. 
Mr. Fassett was the second youngest 
of a family of sixteen children and 
spent his early boyhood days upon a 
farm in his native state. 
At the age of 
seventeen he gave his heart to God and 
became an active Christian, encouraged 
by his father who was a local preacher 
in the Methodist church. 
In 1842 he 
left the old home and came west to Dar­ 
lington, Wis., where in 1851 he was 
united in marriage to Mary Ann Spen­ 
cer on Christmas day. 
In 1855 Mr. 
Fassett and his family came farther 
west to Riceville and pre-empted a farm 
just north of town. There were born 
to them six children, one of whom died 
in infancy, five of the children growing 
to manhood and womanhood; another 
daughter dying some years ago. 
In January, 1864, the wife passed to 
the great beyond; and in February of 
the same year Mr. Fassett enlisted in 
the army and served until its close. On 
his discharge, he returned to Riceville, 
and in 18G8, on Sept. 14th, was married 
to Mrs. Martha Warren, who was then 
living at Elgin, Iowa. They immediate­ 
ly took up their residence at Riceville, 
where they lived until 1882, when they 
moved to Crow Wing county, Minnesota. 
Some months ago Mr. and Mrs. Fas­ 
sett came back to Riceville, expecting 
to secure themselves a home and live 
the remainder of their days here. But 
shortly after their arrival they both fell 
upon poor health. Some weeks ago Mr. 
Fassett grew rapidly worse, and last 
Saturday passed peacefully to his heav­ 
enly home. 
There remain to mourn his 
death a loving wife, four children,Ches­ 
ter M., of Brookings, S. D ak.; Clara S. 
Hazleton, of Merrifield, Minn’, Edwin 
L. of Bennettville, Minn., George S., 
of Bonnydoon, Canada; also four step­ 
children, Willard A. W arren, of Vine 
land, Minn., Freeman E. Warren, of 
Fergus Falls, Minn., Eliza E. Warren, 
of Brainerd, Minn., and Mrs. H. A. 
Russell, of Riceville, Iow a;the last two 
named being the only children present 
at the funeral. Twetty-nine grand­ 
children and a host of other friends and 
relatives are left to mourn his death, 
but their loss is his eternal gain. 
The funeral services were conducted 
by his pastor, Rev. Will Kirwin, assist­ 
ed by Rev. F. L. Burns, pastor of the 
Free Methodist church, and the remains 
were laid to rest in Riverside ’ ceme­ 
tery, Aug. 2d, the G. A, R. holding 
their burial services at t^e open grave

It has been officially an­ 
nounced at Chicago that tho manage­ 
ment of the Rock Island railroad has 
decided to equip all its limited trains 
with phonographs and has contracted 
for a dozen machines to be furnished 
within a few days at an expense of 
nearly $3,000, including the music. 
The company will place one of these 
talking and singing machines in the 
observation cars, the experiment hav­ 
ing been made out successfully on the 
“Mountaineer,” one of the Rock Is­ 
land’s new Chicago-Denver trains. 
The provision of high class music in 
connection with transcontinental travel 
Is due to the fierce passenger competi­ 
tion between western roads. 
In the 
effort to secure the bulk of the travel 
to the Alaska-Yukon exposition at Seat­ 
tle the western roads have put on near­ 
ly a dozen new trains. The Burling­ 
ton began to make a bid for the busi­ 
ness by furnishing a table d’hote meal 
for $1, beginning with a cocktail and 
ending with a perfecto cigar, which 
actually cost nearly twice that amount. 
The St. Paul and other roads follow­ 
ed suit and the Northern Pacific an­ 
nounced that it had bought chicken 
farms, potato farms and cows that give 
milk of the kind that makes cream, 
and the company also provides eggs 
stamped with the date of their “birth.” 
The Rock Island got into the game by 
announcing the provision of women 
stenographers and a clothes pressing 
attachment free of charge, and now 
the acme has been reached by adding 
musical programs. 
The phonographs are to be operated 
by the stenographer, and there are to 
be two regular concerts daily, matinee 
and evening. 
There are to be finely 
printed programs, together with encore 
numbers. 
Only one difficulty is pre­ 
sented, that being lack of space to ac­ 
commodate the audience. 
The after­ 
noon concerts are made up of the 
lighter compositions and of recitations, 
but the evening performances are to 
be grand opera, with Caruso, Sembrich, 
Scott! and other stars at their best.

HE making of a tariff law for a 
country with Interests as largo, 
im portant and varied as those 
of the United States requires as 
much labor, thought and tim e and the 
attention of as many expert minds as 
the founding of an empire. 
And always there is the chance that 
the measure finally produced and start­ 
ed on its way through congress will 
be defeated or else amended to a point 
of uselessness, as witness tho vote on 
the new Payne tariff measure, which 
was squeezed through the lower house 
a few days ago by the close vote of 
195 to ISS. 
Presum ing a quorum to 
be present, it requires a m ajority of 
these to pass a bill under the rules of 
the lower house. Therefore the chang­ 
ing of the votes of but six members of 
congress to the negative would have 
defeated the bill on which such tre­ 
mendous and vital interests depended. 
A tie vote, 189 to 189, would have re­ 
sided. 
,jr M i rule, there are sections in every 
tariff bill which are objected to by 
individual senators and congressmen. 
Fram ers of national tariffs find it im­ 
possible to please every one, public and 
legislators and president. 
Yet, so far 
bs the legislators are concerned, they 
supply the votes that pass the bill; 
therefore those that revolt piust be 
tenderly nursed along under the scien­ 
tific system of intensive political agri­ 
culture. 
Perhaps a promise of a com­ 
mittee chairm anship or of an appoint­ 
ment to an 
im portant commission, 
etc., will bring over some of the in­ 
surgents to the side of the party 
“whip.” 
W hile it is am azing how 
much independence and insurrection in 
Washington w ilt before the persuasive 
voice of the dispensers of party patron-

corporation tax law Is section 0, which 
rends as follows: 
W hen th e a sse ssm e n t shall be m ad e as 
provided in th is section the re tu rn s , to ­ 
g eth e r w ith a n y co rrectio n s th e re o f w hich 
m ay have been m ade by th e com m ission­ 
er, sh all be flied in the office o f th e com ­ 
m issioner of in te rn a l revenue a n d shall 
co n stitu te public records and be open to 
inspection as such. 
This section Is an evidence, it is 
claimed, th at the tax is levied not 
solely for the purposes of revenue. 
Certainly it gives the national govern­ 
m ent a m easure of control over cor­ 
porate institutions (excepting certain 
defined organizations), and the bill also, 
through section G, goes fu rth er and 
opens up the annual summary of each 
corporation’s business to the public. 
Producer of Inside Information. 
That Is to say, every corporation 
which must make a return (report) 
under the law will thus place at the 
convenience of the general public “in­ 
side” information as to the annual 
amount of bushless transacted by the 
corporation. 
I l l n e s s rivals will prob­ 
ably take advantage of this oppor­ 
tunity to learn something about the 
operations of their competitors. 
Per­ 
sons intending to purchase stock or 
bonds of the corporations affected will 
have a new and accurate source of in­ 
formation from which to ascertain the 
desirability or undesirability of the 
contemplated investment. 
Employees 
will pe able to learn whether or not 
their employers are making enough 
money to be able to pay a raise in 
salary. 
Inquisitive wives will be in 
a position to learn how much the com­ 
panies controlled by their husbands are 
netting annually, and other effects of 
the new era of corporation publicity 
could be enumerated. 
Among the facts which under the 
Taft provisions will be placed before 
the public each year regarding the

age, yet these same Insurrectionists 
have sometimes lost only through lack 
of the right sort of leader. 
The Corporation Tax. 
One of the reasons why the Payne 
tariff bill was in unm istakable dan­ 
ger of defeat in the lower house was 
the corporation tux provision. 
This 
tax is an extension of federal power 
Into new fields aud into which, accord­ 
ing to many congressmen, it should 
not enter. 
The tax, they argue, is a 
hardship on many corporations th at 
have had difficulty in recovering from 
the effects of the panic. 
They fur­ 
ther assert th a t the provisions of the 
act tend to a centralization of power 
In the federal government and that 
this tendency should not be encour­ 
aged. 
Members of state governments 
who visited W ashington during the 
tariff controversy claim th at the stutes 
are continuously in need of money, 
that they are constantly devising new 
and needed form s of taxation aud that 
the national 
corporation 
tax takes 
money out of the states th a t is need­ 
ed more urgently in the various states 
than in W ashington. 
President T aft takes the stand that 
the national government needs the 
money and that, as it has a right to 
tax corporations in this manner, the 
objections raised are not vital. 
Sup­ 
porters of the tax agree with the pres­ 
ident and argue th at the corporate in­ 
terests of the United States derive 
most of the benefit of high or protec­ 
tive tariff; th a t consequently it is only 
right th at they should pay the national 
Im post 
Attorney General W ickersham and 
Senator Elihu Root drew the corpora­ 
tion tax under the direction of Presi­ 
dent Taft. 
Its original form aroused 
so much opposition as to cause re­ 
drafting or am endm ent into the pres­ 
ent and final form. 
As now provided for the corporation 
tax will bring In a total of $25,000,000 
to 
the 
government 
from 
“certain 
sources of w ealth.” to use the words 
Of Congressman Nicholas Long worth, 
•“th at today pay no tax to the federal 
governm ent.” 
President 
Roosevelt’s

“We need the increased revenue to aid 
not only in paying off a big deficit, but 
to provide for a larger expenditure 
than has hitherto been made for the

Radical Feature of the Tax. 
What Is considered in Washington to 
he a particularly radical feature of the 


that it Is unreasonable to assume that 
any president of the United States 
would make an Inquisitorial use of 
this power. 
“He would be guilty of 
malfeasance in office,” they say, “and 
would place himself open to impeach­ 
ment proceedings.” 
W hen it is considered that the cor­ 
poration tax Is but one item of the 
new tariff bill and th a t the measure 
contains over 4.000 
items, it 
may 
perhaps, and only perhaps, be real­ 
ized by the general public how gigan­ 
tic a task is the drafting and per­ 
fecting and enacting of such a statute. 
Many of the so called item s or articles 
In the tariff bill are divided and subdi­ 
vided and 
^subdivided into a be­ 
wildering number of classifications— 
that is, bewildering to the lay mind. 
For instance, take thread made from 
hemp, flax or ramie. 
This sort of 
thread is given a tariff graded accord­ 
ing to the fineness of the yarn from 
which it is made. 
W hile the actual 
bill does not show them in detail, yet 
the d rafters and enacters of a tariff 
bill for the United States must cal­ 
culate w hat the tax should be on over 
150 different qualities of such thread 
before Intelligently m aking a tariff 
schedule. 
The qualities, grades or 
sizes range from “yarn not finer than 
15 lea or number” upw ard to that 
likewise technically described as 322 
lea or num ber;” also the tariff fram ­ 
ers to work intelligently must con­ 
sider the known value or am ount of 
Imports of each grade or size and the 
revenue th at a given rate of duty will 
produce. 


Busy Days For Legislators. 
Tariff making days in Washington 
are busy days for congressmen and 
senators. 
During the controversy over 
the new tariff bill—the Payne bill—the 
daily mail of members of both houses 
averaged 120 letters a day. 
Most, of 
the correspondents wanted copies of 
the Payne bill or of schedules of cer­ 
tain classes of goods or of the tariff 
on some particular article named in 
the bill. 
Owners of factories, import­

houses, 
mills, 
cattle, etc., 
not 
only wrote or visited their representa­ 
tives themselves, but bad their thou­ 
sands of employees write letters also. 
Employees are voters. 
Congressmen 
need votes.

Three Others Are Wounded, One of 
Them Probably Fatally, Before the 


Desperado Is 8hot to Death— Rob­ 


ber Held Up Cashier of the Bank at 


White 
Bear and 
Was 
Killed 
in 


Trying to Escape. 


St. Paul, Aug. 6.—As the result of 
a pitched battle between a lone bank 
robber, who raided the First State 
bank of White Bear village, securing 
$567, and a posse of citizens of the 
village, Robert Pohl, the robber, was 
shot 
to 
death, 
and, 
in turn, 
he 
killed Edward Larkin and shot Will­ 
iam Butler through the abdomen, be­ 
sides 
painfully 
wounding 
Richard 
Doran and John Christie. 
Not since the raid of the Northfield 
bank by the James and Younger gang, 
more than thirty years ago, has a 
Minnesota city had so exciting a time 
with bank bandits as did White Bear 
village. 
Before the bandit was finally rid­ 
dled with shot and bullets Pohl had 
made 
a determined 
stand of two 
hours and twenty-five minutes within 
three blocks of the bank and fully 300 
shots had been exchanged between 
him and a posse of villagers. 
Edward Larkin, the man who was 
killed by the robber, had been em­ 
ployed as a cook by several young 
men who maintain a summer home at 
Bald Eagle lake, known as Five Oaks. 
W illiam 
Butler is 
a pioneer of 
W hite Bear village and has a wife 
and six children living there. He has 
earned a living by fishing and rowing 
for fishing parties and those at the 
lake on pleasurt bent. 


Cashier Alone in Bank. 
The robber, who had been employed 
as a laborer on some building work at 
W hite Bear for the past three days, 
received his payment—a check for $7 
— and went to the bank to get it 
cashed. 
Cashier Alfred Auger was 
the only man in the bank. 
The man offered Auger the check 
and while the cashier was examining 
It he drew an automatic pistol. When 
Auger looked up he gazed into the bar. 
rel of the weapon and was told to hand 
over all the cash In the bank. As the 
man had the drop on him Auger was 
compelled to obey and passed out all 
the currency in the office, amounting 
to $567. The robber fled down through 
the streets of the village in the direc­ 
tion of Bald Eagle lake. 
Auger gave the alarm at once and 
in a few minutes the entire population 
of the village, armed with revolvers 
and rifles, was in hot pursuit. 
Seeing his pursuers gaining on him 
the robber took refuge In a closet in a 
yard about two squares from the bank 
and when the self-constituted posse 
drew near opened fire. 
Larkin, who was leading the pur­ 
suers, paid no attention to the shots 
or to the warnings of the robber and 
went 
boldly 
into 
the 
closet. 
He 
dropped dead on the threshold with a 
bullet through his heart. 
This tragedy caused a halt among 
the pursuers, who retired to whatever 
sheltered points offered 
themselves 
and opened fire on the closet with 
rifles and revolvers. 
The fire was briskly returned by 
the robber and in a few minutes But­ 
ler fell, shot through the abdomen. 
Other shots fired by the robber wound­ 
ed two other men. 
Finally the robber took refuge in a 
pile of brush and was shot to death 
by the posse.

This was the appear­ 
ance on the stand of Mrs. Mary Cop­ 
ley Thaw, the prisoner’s white-haired 
mother.
